his first world solo tour will be launched 

== in a simultaneous world premiere on 
Channel 9 tomorrow night. 

The 30-minute special, The Magic Returns, will 

be hosted by Channel 9’s MTV host Richard Wilkins 


and features a 12-minute video clip of the same 
name as his new album, Bad. It will start at 8 p.m. 


Bad — the video clip — features dance, music 
and of course, Jackson’s voice, and was produced 
and directed by Martin Scorcese. 


Bad — the album —.is Jackson’s first since 


Thriller, which was released five years ago. As of 


June 1, some 38% million copies of Thriller had 
been sold worldwide. 


Bad contains 10 songs, eight written by Jackson. 

The debut single, / Just Can’t Stop Loving You, a 
duet with Siedah Garrett, was released last month. 

Jackson’s duet with Stevie Wonder in Just Good 
Friends is a special feature of the album. 

His world tour will start in Tokyo on September 
12. He will then tour Japan before coming to Austra- 
lia on November 3. 

Jackson’s Brisbane concert at the QEll stadium 
on November 27 will be his last in Australia. 

He will then continue the tour in New Zealand, 
America and Europe.
